The longest day of the year also

Three cities in the Carolinas, 


Spartanburg, S. C., each reported 
readings of 100—the highest in the 
south—but thundershowers brought re- 
lief to some sections of those two 


states. 

Showers were predicted for a num- 
ber of southern’ states tomorrow, 
bringing sweltering citizens the pros- 
pect of relief from the week-long siege 
of hot weather. 

Virginia had its hottest weather of 
the year—9%5 at Richmand, 91 at 


Birmingham, Ala., reported a 99 
high, but showers came when the mer- 
cury was at its height and brought 
a drop of 10 degrees. Montgomery, 
Ala., had a high of 94, but got re- 
lief tonight from a ‘thunderstorm. 

The maximum at Knoxville, Tenn., 
today was 97, which was above nor- 
mal but not a record. Nashville had 
95, also a few degrees above normal. 
One death from the heat was report- 
el at Nashville Saturday. Memphis’ 
94 today equalled the year’s high, set 
Friday. A temperature of 97 caused 
Chattanooga to swelter. The Chat- 
tanooga area was reported suffering 
from drouth, only .27 of an inch of 
rain having fallen there this month, 

The temperature at Macon got to 
a little above 97 today, and Savan- 
nah and Atlanta also had readings 
in the nineties. , 

A high reading of 94, the highest 
of the year, drove residents of New 
Orleans to artificially cooled theaters, 
to parks, swimming pools and the 
Lake Ponchartrain beach. Cloudy 
weather, with thundershowers, ‘was 
predicted there for tomorrow. 

Jacksonville, in northeast Florida, 
reported 88, while the report of the 
most comfortable weather in the south 
came from Miami, where the marxi- 
mum was 87. Tampa reported a high 
of 92.

The combination basketball court- 
gymnasium of Georgia Tech was a 
mass of smoldering embers Sunday fol- 
lowing fire of undetermined origin 
that early in the morning razed the 
structure despite the efforts of three 
companies of firemen.

The basketball court, located at the

“The proposal to postpone all debt 
payments, even for a year, is not only 
the act of a wise creditor, but the 
helpful word of a great democracy.

“It is to be hoped that other gov- 
ernments can and will act also, and 
that private interests, with restored 
faith, will be helpful too.

Official Acceptance of 
Germany Is Dispatched 
to United States Within 
24 Hours’ After An- 
nouncement of Plan. 


AMERICAN OPINION

Early Approval of Brit- 
ain and Italy Seen by 
Berlin With Hope That 
France Will Join.

Gratified by the response from Eu- 
rope to his proposal for a one-year 
moratorium of _ intergovernmental 
debts, President. Hoover rested over 
the week-end at his Rapidan camp, 
awaiting official action by the Euro- 
pean governments. 

Germany sent its acceptance of the 
proposal to Washington; Italy and 
Great Britain. were expected to do 
likewise, and it was hoped France 
also would fall in with the others. 

Dr. Julius Curtius, Germany’s for- 
eign minister, indorsed the president's 
proposal “with unqualified joy.” Out- 
standing leaders in Great Britain ap- 
proved it without exception, although 
some of them warned that a one-year 
debt holiday might not bring about 
complete economic recovery. 

Italy was represented as willing to 


co-operate in any undertaking which - 


would ease the economic crisis, but 
in France there seemed to be a tend- 
ency to stipulate that any relief 
measures must be hooked up with 


the Young plan. The French cabi- 
net meets early in the week to con- 
sider the president's proposal. 

In the United States, Senator Rob- 
inson,’ of Arkansas, the democratic 
leader, whose name was not included 
in the list of those whom the presi- 
dent named as approving a morato- 
rium, declined to comment at his 
home in Little Rock. Representative 
Garner, of Texas, minority leader in 
the house, whose name also was ab- 
sent from the president's list, could 
not be reached. 

Representative La Guardia, inde- 
pendent republican, of New York, is- 
sued a statement accusing the presi- 
dent of “executive double-crossing” in- 
asmuch as he had “usurped unto 
himself the legislative functions of 
the congress.” 

Senator William FE. Borah, of 
Idaho, chairman of the senate foreign 
relations committee, said in a state- 
ment at Boise that unless reperations 
are readjusted and European arma- 
ments drastically reduced a morato- 
rium “would simply postpone the day 
of disaster.” 


GERMAN GOVERNMENT 
FORWARDS ACCEPTANCE 

BERIN, June 21.—(#)—The Ger- 
man government today sent to Wash- 
ington its official acceptance of Presi- 
dent Hoover's proposal for a one-year 
moratorium on all inter-governmental 
debts.

No less a subject than the peace 
of the world has been touched by the 
apprehensions of American and Euro- 
pean statesmen as they reckoned up 
the oer of the present tangle 
of financial” obligations. growing out 
of the great war. Every foreign of- 
fice around the globe is asking itself 
what ultimate effect, in the trans- 
cendent field of international peace 
and politics, will flow from President 
Hoover's plan for a war debt-repara- 
tions moratorium. 

Recently new elements .of disturb- 
ance have been added to the Euro- 
pean turmoil which succeeded the 
peace of Versailles. 

National sensibilities have been 
troubled by the proposal for an Aus- 
tro-German customs union, by the 
industrial advance of Russia, by the 
mounting aspirations of the Italy of 
Mussolini, by the military prepara- 
tions of France, and by a dozen other 
cross-currents of European politics. 
Suspicion and speculation vex the 
neighborly relations of peoples and 
governments. 

When the ranking statesmen of Ger- 
many recently talked things over with 
British officials in London, they 
found it expedient to go to the length 
or issuing a formal public statement 
affirming that the discussions were 
“not directed against France.”

That 
they weighed most carefully the ef- 
fects above and beyond economic con- 
siderations is shown by Mr. Hoover's 
statement of yesterday that the Amer- 
ican government was seeking to for- 
ward both “political peace and eco- 
nomic stability.” 

Broadly, the American hope that 
peace has been served by the mora- 
torium proposal rests on three suppo- 
sitions, the correctness of which only 
time can demonstrate. They are: 


That an easement of reparations 
payments will stabilize conditions in 
Germany, strengthening the hand of 
a government which has been threat- 
ened with overthrow and averting an 
outbreak of violence which might 
spread across international bounda- 


ries. 

That a debt holiday all round will 
soften the tension between Germany 
and her neighbors, who are her credi- 
tors, and perhaps remove one element 
of nervousness in relations among 
those creditors themselves. ;

That as a diplomatic gesture, the 
concessions made by the United States 
in the matter of war debt payments 
will add force to the American plea 
for a real reduction in armaments.

NEW YORK, June 21.—()—Rep- 
resentative Fiorello H. LaGuardia, in- 
dependent republican of New York, in 
a statement today declared President 
lloover’s proposal to postpone pay- 
ment of foreign debts for one year 
was “executive double-crossing.”

THE TRAGEDY OF HOOVER. 


“The Tragedy of Herbert Hoo- 
ver’ is the title of an article by Os- 
wald Garrison Villard, editor of 
The Nation, published in the cur- 
rent issue of that weekly. Excerpts 
from it appear elsewhere in this is- 
sue. 

In view of the certainty that 
President Hoover will again be the 
republican presidential candidate 
next year it is quite in the order of 
politics that his record in the pres- 
idency should be evaluated meticu- 
lously by both his proponents and 
his opponents. He cannot expect to 


be immune from ample criticisms, \ 


but is entitled because of respect 
for his office and his eminent repre- 
sentative personality to legitimate 
and plausible comment. 

It is to his credit and that of the 
national character that Mr. Hoover’s 
integrity as a man is not involved 
in the criticisms of his official ca- 
reer as president. In that posi- 
tion all matters relating to policies 
and actions are subjects for legiti- 
mate valuation. Mr, Villard is an 
experienced political observer, an 
acute and caustic critic, and inde- 
pendent of partisan obligations—em- 
phatically a free lance. 

He thinks, as most observers do, 
that Mr, Hoover is more to be pitied 
than castigated for the revelation 
of his ineptitude as an executive 
leader, his demonstrated lack of 
constructive statesmanship, his suf- 
ferance of irresponsible partisan 
control, his want of courage to 
fight for his own proclaimed con- 
victions, and his ineffective efforts 
to sail the ship of state steadily in 
the midst of a devastating economic 
storm. 

It is for these unexpected phe- 
nomena in the presidential record 
of Mr. Hoover that Mr. Villard ar- 
raigns him before the bar of public 
judgment. The charges in the in- 
dictment are warranted by the ob- 
vious facts of record, and Mr. Hoo- 
ver and his backers cannot escape 
answering them to. the people.

The supreme court decided that 
such right of choice whether or not 
to support a war of the nation can- 
not lawfully be allowed, since it is 
not the right of a native-born citizen.

The Decision Is Wholesome. 

It would be absurd in the highest 
degree for any other rule than that 
set forth by the court to prevail in 
this country. 

This country belongs to its people 
and by every rule of right—especial- 
ly of good conscience—the people, 
without other than obvious exceptions, 
should be bound in law and morals 
to preserve and defend it. 

It was decided early in our history 
that while this is a nation of people 
with Christian culture, the ‘govern- 
ment was not founded upon the tenets 
of Christianity. 

Certainly, it has never practiced 
them as the gospel of its social or 
political life. 

A decision that any citizen can re- 
fuse to go to war for the nation be- 
cause his conscience is against it 
would be worse than a decision that 
the government can maintain no army 
or navy. It would leave the nation 
naked. 


Sy 
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Conscience Versus Sovereignty. 

There are plenty of equitable rea- 
sons for excluding from citizenship 
those who would set up their own sov- 
ereignty over that of the state. There 
must be one sovereignty only and it 
supreme in the state. 

And conscience is not fit to be that 
sovereign. 

The supreme court decided that em- 
phatically in the Mormon-polygamy 
case, 

Conscience is not an_ infallible 
moral guide, as we learn from that 
greatest of spiritual philosophers, St. 
Paul, who spoke of consciences “sear- 
el as with a hot iron” and useless as 
moral guides. 

Conscience is subject to education. 


It ean be ignorant, superstitious, and 
vitiated. There is scarcely any facul- 
ty men possess that can be so easily 
lied about as “conscience.” The Boot- 
legger's conscience approves his 
trade.

A Five-to-Four ion. 

In discussing this turalization 
case much stress is laid upon the fact 
that the court was divided—five 
judges against the applicants and four 
favoring them. 

But what of that? The court was 
constituted to have an uneven num- 
ber of judges with the right to the 
majority to make its decisions. 

We have had in our history many 
five-to-four decision. Some of the most 
vital cases affecting individual rights 
and national policies have been de- 
cided by five judges against four. 

If the court was of seven judges 
we would still have four-to-three deci- 
sions, and if of five judges we would 
have three-to-two decisions. So there 
is no sensible argument in saying 
that the decision was “a one-man de- 
cision.” That, is extremely silly.

A Fanatic in the Pulpit. 


That Brooklyn preacher who drag- 
ged the supreme court decision into 
his pulpit last Sunday exemplified 
how far fanaticism can go in inter- 
preting Christian principles. He said 
that “if Christ were here and applied 
for citizenship the supreme court 
would tell Him that He was not de- 
sirable as such!” 

If Christ were here He quite likely 
would not apply for naturalization as 
an American citizen. He did not ap- 
ply to become a Roman citizen, though 
Rome was ruling His native country. 
He probably knew that Rome would 
have the right to conscript Him into 
her army, though we have no record 
that she did that to any Jew. 

But St. Paul did become a Roman 
citizen. He purchased that citizen- 
ship “with a great price,” and so ap- 
peered to Caesar and prolonged his 
ife. 
ence to Christ was fanatical. 
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Easy to Escape Fighting. 

Professor McIntosh came over into 
the United States to improve his con- 
dition in life. He obtained a high 
teaching post in a famous American 
university. He is well paid, well fed 
and doubtless enjoys being tagged as 
a full-fledged American. But he 
doesn’t want to be subject to any call 
to war. 

His proper role then is to remain 
here as a privileged Canadian, able 
on a declaration of war to hop back to 
Canada over night. There he would 
be immune from any duty to fight for 
the United States. 

And if Canada allows her citizens 
to elect, on conscience, whether to 
fight for her or not, he will be safe 
to look on from afar and see other 
men dying for his protection. 


The Tragedy of Herbert Hoover

Yes, Mr. Hoover’s position is noth- 
ing less than tragic. If he is the 


sensitive, proud, and high-minded man 
that his intimate friends have certi- 
fied him to be, it must seem to him 
that in his case the road to glory 
has led but te despair. For years he 
planned and worked and schemed— 
and stooped—to achieve the greatest 
gift the American people can bestow. 
It has turned to ashes in his hands. 
Not in my 34 years of journalistic 
experience has any president so failed 
to impress or to win the public. He 
is a tragic figure, one to be pitied; 
and his own unhappiness appears mir- 
rored in every counterfeit presentment 
which reaches an entirely unrespon- 
sive public. Unless he is utterly (e- 
luded he must know that he has failed 
in his task, that the bulk of his fel- 
low-citizens regard him with indiffer- 
ence, and that large numbers of them 
have identified him with the economic 
disaster which has come upon the na- 
tion, 

Let it be said at the outset that 
Mr. Hoover is in considerable part 
the victim of circumstances, It is 
wrong and unjust to hold him en- 
tirely responsible for the unemploy- 
ment and economic confusion. Both 
would have come if the smooth and 
smug Calvin Coolidge had remained 
in office. It is a worldwide depres- 
sion, and the ablest minds here and 
in Europe believe that no nation can 
work out of it by itself; that joint 
action alone can restore the normal 
processes of manufacture, barter, and 
exchange. But Mr. Hoover, after 
coming back from the peace confer- 
ence a democrat to the extent of run- 
ning successfully in the democratic 
presidential primary in Miclfigan and 
of supporting to the full President 
Wilson, especially in his advocacy of 
the League of Nations, joined the re- 
publican party. As a republican he 
cannot complain if the country, after 
being taught for generations that 
prosperity inevitably comes with and 
through the republicans, now holds 
his party responsible for the bad 
times. e himself boasted during 
his pre-election campaign that the na- 
tion had progressed from the full din- 
ner pail to the full garage. How 
shriveled must he feel when he re- 
reads his speech of acceptance of the 
republican nomination on August 11, 
1928, in which he declared that we 
were reaching “one of the oldest and 
perhaps the noblest of human aspira- 
the abolition of poverty.” 
By poverty, he explained, “I mean 
the grinding of undernourishment, 
cold, and ignorance, and fear of old 
age of those who have the will to 
work.” 

As if this was not enough, he con- 
tinued in these striking | words: 
“There is no guaranty against pov- 
erty equal to a job for every man. 
This is the primary purpose of the 
economic policies we advocate.” Can 
he justly complain if he finds him- 
self, less than three years later, held 
responsible for the six or seven mil- 
lions’ of unemplored who are now 
confronted, not with “the abolition of 
poverty,” but with absolutely empty 
dinner pails, and are facing “under- 
nourishment, cold, and ignorance, and 
fear of old age’? a 

But if the major responsibility for 
the panic is not his, there are minor 
responsibilities for which he can_be 
and is justly held responsible. His 
treasury department and the federal 
reserve could have put some brakes 
on the stock exchange speculation long 
before the crash. He could have re- 
fused to put out, and to allow his 
cabinet ministers to put out, those 
endless misleading statem@nts on the 
character of the crisis and the amount 
of unemployement. No matter how 
innocent he was of responsibility for

Mr. Hoover is also to be pitied be- 
cause his own theory of governing has 
broken down. His plan of govern- 
ment by commission has achieved only 
ridicule in the case of the Wicker- 
sham body; his other commissions 
have so far merely acted as lightning 
arresters, like his committee on un- 
employment, whose chairman, Colo- 
nel Arthur Woods, has finally run 
off to Europe in despair. His ex- 
cellent plan for the reorganization of 
the government in Washington has 
come to nothing, partly because of 
congressional indifference, and partly 
because of Mr. Hoover's own inability 
to challenge public interest and drive 
things through. His method of im- 
proving conditions within a trade by 
action of the trade itself under gov- 
ernment leadership succeeds here but 
fails there. One business after an- 
other breaks down under his eyes: 
the rubber business, the oil business, 
the sugar business, the grain busi- 
ness, and numerous others. With- 
out knowing whither such a. policy 
may lead, these great industries each 
clamor for a czar and the right to 
fix prices and act unitedly without 
the slightest regard for the anti-trust 
laws. Yet Mr. Hoover does not him- 
self come out for the anti-trust laws 
or against them. Men looked to him 
to achieve great administrative re- 
forms because he was an engineer. 
They looked to him for extraordinary 
sympathy for the suffering and un- 
employed, only to find that he is will- 
ing that the unemployed should starve, 
but not that the American policy of 
refusing them any government aid 
which might be called a dole should 
be abandoned. Men thought that he 
would help us to an intelligent for- 
eign policy, especially in relation to 
Europe. They have seen his Geneva 
disarmament conference break down 
and his London disarmament confer- 
ence end disappointingly for lack of 
strong leadership and a clear-cut pro- 
gram. Men thought -that he, a 
Quaker, might be relief upon to check 
ou’ growing militarism, but under 
him, the Quaker, the aggrandizement 
of the military has gone on apace, 
until our military and naval forces 
have become. a menace to American 
liberties. At least men thought that 
under his engineering and administra- 
tive skill waste, inefficiency, and ex- 
travagance would be cut out of the 
budget: only now, a year and a half 
after the Wall Street crash, with a 
deficit of $1,250,000,000 at hand, does 
he suddenly realize that there are 
$25,000,000 to be saved here, and 
$20,000,000 there, when in one depart- 
ment at least the savings could run 
to two hundred millions—a Wash- 
ington daily newspaper recently de- 
clared that the commission on reforms 
and retrenchment in the war depart- 
ment had so decided. 

What is it that has brought about 
this debacle in Herbert Hoover? 
Viewing him as calmly as my na- 
ture and judgment permit, it seems 
to me that what is chiefly undoing 
him is lack of courage; or to put 
it more severely, cowardice. Why 
is it when Herbert Hoover took of-

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GRANULATED EYELIDS OR 
TRACHOMA. 

In the north people sometimes call 
simple chronic inflammation .of the 
eye “granulated eyelids,” but in 
the south this name is more common- 
ly applied to trachoma, which is a 
contagious .and dangerous inflamma- 
tion of the lining of the eyelids. An- 
other common name for trachoma is 
“red sore eyes.” 

Trachoma begins with watering, 
itching and burning, and a feeling as 
if there were something in the eye. 
Most victims of trachoma believe their 


the eye,” such as dust, sand, pollen. 
The sufferer presently finds that sun- 
shine causes pain and he avoids it or 
begins wearing dark goggles. Present- 
ly the eyeballs become inflamed. The 
transparent cornea becomes clouded 
and vision becomes poor. Scars form 
on the lid lining and when the scar 
contracts, as all scars do, the edge 
of’ the lid is pulled inward. This 


the eyeball, which is not only painful 
but it tends to make the transparent 


cornea cloudier and so partial wine 


ness develops. 

Ninety per cent of native Egyptians 
suffer with trachoma. Twenty-five 
per cent of Chinese have it. There is 
much trachoma in Brazil, Syria, Ire- 
land and Russia. Our quarantine of- 
ficers are very watchful and admit no 
one to this country if his eyes look 
suspicious, until they are satisfied the 
trouble is not trachoma. 

Trachoma is a serious economic 
problem. The partial blindness at- 
tending it renders victims incapable 
of working in many skilled trades. In 
China trachoma _ probably causes 
greater economic loss than floods or 
famines. 

In Missouri 21.7 per cent of 3,200 
persons drawing state pensions be- 
cause of blindness are blind from 
trachoma. 

Poverty, overcrowding, insanitary 
living conditions, and malnutrition 
are factors which seem to favor the 
disease. Perhaps the disease brings 
about these very conditions in many 
instances. Trachoma prevails chief- 
ly in West Virginia, Kentucky, east- 
ern Tennessee, western Virginia, Mis- 
souri, Arkansas and Oklahoma. It is 
very prevalent among the Indian 
tribes. 

The contagion spreads directly from 
person to person, or by using the 
same towel, wash basin, handkerchief, 
and some doctors believe even by

Yet the still, small voice plainly trou- 
bles him—let him be credited with 
that, for better, for worse. But take 
his courage in both hands he rarely 
can. No more than a Watson or a 
Tilson does he perceive the ——— 
and plainest of all political truths— 
that the country honors nothing so 
much as bravery in its public men. 
No, he is as timid as the timidest, 
and all the time the second-term spec- 
ter follows him about as persistently 
as Banquo’s ghost pursued Macbeth.

PROPOSED IN BILL 
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determine the best terms and condi- 
tions of the sale.” 

The bill gives the commission au- 
thority to employ a secretary and 
“such experts as it may deem neces- 
sary to enable it to carry out the 
duties imposed on it.” The commis- 
sion is authorized to fix compensa- 
tion for the work of the secretary 
and experts. 

The commissioners would be _ re- 
quired to make a thorough inspection 
of the properties, including the road 
bed between Atlanta and Chattanooga 
and the terminals here and in the 
Tennessee city. For the expenses of 
the commission $15,000 would be set 
aside. 

Authorization is given the commis- 
sion to sell the railroad either for 
eash or part cash and the remainder 
over a period of years with the com- 
mission fixing the amount of annual 
payments and intérest. It would au- 
thorize the sale of the properties in 
whole or in part, giving due cansid- 
eration to the present long lease. 

Money to Apply on Debt. . 

The commission would be author- 
ized and empowered to negotiate the 
sale and “may in its discretion either 
invite competitive bidding or conduct 
direct negotiations with prospective 
bidders or both.” In the event’ the 
commissioners agree upon terms and 
details of a formal sales contract, the 
contract ‘is to be prepared and certi- 
fied to the governor and executed by 
the chief executive in behalf of the 
state. 

The bill provides that in event of 
the sale the money derived is to be 
applied first to the payment of bond- 
ed indebtedness: second, to pay the 
present outstanding indebtedness, and 
third, the balance to be paid into the 
treasury to be appropriated to the 
common schools and state educational 
institutions. 

The commission would make a full 
report “of its acts and doings by the 
fourth Wednesday in June, 1933, to 
the general assembly or an earlier 
date provided another session of the 
general assembly meets prior to said 
date named.” 

In commenting on his bill, Mr. 
Dorsett said: ; 

“The commission named in the bill 
is composed of outstanding Geor- 
gians and they can be entrusted to 
handle the sale of the properties for 
the best interest of the state. 

“J have given the matter careful 
consideration and have come to the 
conclusion that it will’ be for the best 
interest of thepeople of Georgia, that 
the state had better as an economical 
proposition sell the road outright, 
rather than be continually selling the 
rentals thereof at a tremendous loss 
to the taxpayers of the state in dis- 
éount interests in order to raise rev- 
enues to. meet part of the indebted- 
ness of the. state. : 

“If a satisfactory sale of the rail- 
road and all ofits terminal proper- 
ties can be made, it will solve the 
state’s financial problems and furnish 
the ready‘ caslf to put the state on 
an actual paying basis. 

“On account of paved roads, auto- 
mobiles, busses and trucks, and when 
we consider the policy of consolidating 
the independent railroad lines by the 
‘government into a few large’ systems 
of transportation, then it might 
well for the. state to get out of the 
railroad. ness. : 
«* More than half of the membership 
of the house at the regular session 
have seen. previous legislative service.

Mrs. Harris wrote a series of arti- 
cles for the New York Herald Syndi- 
cate in, 1914 and also a series from 
Paris r the same syndicate in 
1919-20. She has contributed articles 
on art and travel to the New York 
Morning Telegraph and the Ameri- 
can Magazine of Art. She is the au- 
thor of “The Foundling Prince,” 1917, 
and the “Life and Letters of Joel 
Chandler Harris,’ 1919. Her articles 
have appeared in The Constitution. 

The Oberlaender Trust was found- 
ed “for the support of American citi- 
zens who are actively engaged in work 
that concerns the public welfare, such 
as editors and writers, public health 
workers, professors and students who 
are engaged in research work that is 
of special interest to the American 
people, with the purpose of promot- 
ing good will between the United 
States and all German-speaking coun- 
tries.” 

Gustay Oberlaender, the founder, 
came to New York from Germany in 
1888 at the age of 20. He went to 
work in a Dey street bookstore at a 
salary of S87 a week, and on April 
5, 1931, the immigrant boy, now the 
retired former president ef the Na- 
tional Association of Hosiery and Un- 
derwear Manufacturers, gave an ¢n- 
dowment of $1,000,000 for the Ober- 
laender Trust. The money will be 
distributed over a period of 25 years 
“among mature persons” who would 
like to study in Germany,. are inter- 
ested in international affairs and are 
qualified to interpret their findings 
to the American people. The gift was 
the result of many years of thought 
on the relations between the people of 
the country in which he was born 
and that of his adoption. 

Mr. Oberlaender has been quoted as 
saying: “I do not know what the en- 
dowment will actually do, but I have 
hopes that it may do much.” He is 
the head of the board of trustees, and 
during his life will dictate the invest- 
ment of the principal. The board in- 
cludes Carl W. Ackerman, director of 
the Pulitzer School of Journalism of 
Columbia University; Dr. Haven Em- 
erson, also of Columbia; Henry Allen 
Moe, secretary of the John Simon 
Guggenheim Foundation, and Wilbur 
K. Thomas, of Philadelphia, director 
of the Carl Schurz Foundation. Dis- 
tribution of the fund and the selec- 
tion of those who will receive its bene- 
fits will be left entirely to the trus- 
tees, and all of the princjpal will ulti- 
mately be spent. 

Eligible for the awards are only 
those men and women working in con- 
structive social fields. Selections are 
made from those doing public health 
or welfare work, editors, writers, re- 
search students and those interested 
in and studying race relationships, so- 
cial conditions and old-age insurance. 
Men and women interested in music 
re art will also be qualified for selec- 
ion. 

_ The New York Times in comment- 
ing on the trust editorially, compares 
the million dollar expenditure as a 
wise application of the “ounce of pre- 
vention” proverb, pointing ovt that 
the endowment, although small com- 
pared to the millions that nations 
spend for armaments (cures) will be 
effectual. Times expressed the 
opinion that “it will serve a useful 
purpose now in helping to repair inter- 
national relations.”

NEW YORK, June 21.—(#)—The 
International Labor Defense’ today 
sent a telegram to Governor B. M, 
Miller, of Alabama, protesting the re-

“The International Labor Defense 
must conclude that the alleged kid- 
naping of Thomas Jasper at Hunts- 
ville, the home of (two white 
women) who helped frame nine Scotts- 
boro boys, is nothing but a brutal 
lynching unless Jasper is produced 
alive.

» “The Whitley Construction Com- 
pany, which is constructing 20-foot 
concrete roads in the state with 
brand-new and most modern paving 
equipment, recently broke all state 
records as far as we are able to 
learn, for daily production when they 
poured 1,879 lineal feet of 20-foot 
eoncrete road in one day. Next for 
high speed production comes Claussen- 
Lawrence Construction Company, who 
had a daily production of 1,818 lineal 
feet of 20-foot road. Many others are 
fetting 1,60C and 1,700 lineal feet 
’ per day. and Whitley again broke the 
record last week by averaging more 
than 1.600 lineal feet each day, there- 
by building in one week 1 3-4 miles 
of concrete road. 

“The equipment with which Whit- 
ley broke the state record consisted 
of a one-yard P&H crane equipped 
with 40-foot boom, and a one-vard 
Blaw-Knox clamshell bucket, a fleet 
of one-batch Chevrolet and Ford 
trucks hauling the batches to a 27-E 
Rex paver: a Rex triplex road pump 
furnished the water, and an Ord fin- 
ishing machine finished the concrete 
which was placed between Blaw-Knox 
forms.

BOND ADVANCE LED 


BY GERMAN ISSUES 


BY ALEXANDER HENDERSON. 
NEW YORK, June 21.—(#)—The 
most important developments in the 
bond market last week occurred at 
the close of the period when a gen- 
éral rise, in which German obligations 
scored the largest gains, developed. 


Previous to this belated movement 
the general trend had been uncertain. 
This latter fact is emphasized by the 
average closing price of 30 represent- 
ative issues consisting of*10 bonds 
each of industrial, railroad and public 
utility bonds which was 94.5, com- 
pared with 94.6 seven days earlier. 
All of the three constituent averages 
closed higher on Saturday which 
ares eanceled earlier narrow de 
clines. 


The news of the plans of the Hoo- 
ver administration to provide aid for 
Germany furnished a strong stimu- 
lant for the obligations of that coun- 
try on Saturday. The 5 1-2s of the 
national government of 1965 were 
unusually active then and jumped 
o 1-4 points in addition to gradual 
gains earlier in the week. The turn- 
over in other German issues was not 
so large but strength in them was 
general. Other foreign issues, par-. 
ticularly those of European borrow- 
ers, shared in the upward movement 
to a lesser extent. 

Railroad loans turned firm toward 
the end of the week, a movement 
which merely recovered earlier de- 
clines in many instances. After te 
close on Saturday dispatches from 
Washington reported that the inter- 
state commerce commission had asked 
for further details from the railroads 
concerning their application for high- 
er freight rates. 

Industrial and public utility loans 
crept upward but the movement was 
So gradual as often to escape notice. 
Loans of the United States govern- 
ment fluctuated back and forth with- 
out a definite trend most of the time 
on moderate activity. 

An interesting event occurred on 
Thursday when bids for $23,000,000 
of 3 1-2 per cent seria] bonds of New 
Jersey were opened, and only $3,000,- 
000 of them were sold. 

There is no question that the credit 
of that state has high standing. Bids 
received for the unsold $20,000,000 
of bonds, whose proceeds were to be 
used for highways, totaled only $14,- 
000,000. Wall Street’s interpretatton 
of this result was that the required 
minimum bid of par for 3 1-2 per 
cent bonds approximated the retail 
market too closely to make the issue 
attractive. A meeting of state offi- 
cials to arrange for another sale is 
scheduled for next Tuesday.
